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New Relief 
Agency Is In 
Full Swing 

Co-operative Association 
With Public Assistance 
Widens Field 

Furnishing from $15 to $18 
worth of staples a week to needy 
families, the Cooperative Relief 
Association of Sierra Madre re¬ 
ports that this sum, which Is 
raised through the sale of junk 
collected throughout the city, is 
not quite sufficient to carry out 
to the fullest extent its relief 
program. However, donations and 
an increasing efficiency of the 
junk collections, now operated on 
a regularly monthly schedule, 
are making for such a suffi¬ 
ciency, association officials state. 

In ths past week much has 
been accomplished by the organi¬ 
zation's members. Construction 
was started on two trucks to be 
used in the transportation of junk 
and the collection and distribution 
of supplies. Motors have been 
furnished by members and bodies 
are being built by them. 

Announcement is made that an 
amateur radio station is soon to 
be set up to keep in communica¬ 
tion with the newly organized 
Monrovia food commisary and 
warehouse exchange headquarters. 
A “ham” operator Is needed for 
the operation and setting up of 
such a station. 

The Monrovia warehouse is 
now the official exchange for all 
of the San Gabriel Valley district 
associations. A Sierra Madre man 
will be permanently stationed 
there. Two tons of potatoes were 
brought home from Colonel Wy¬ 
man's food supply in San Pedro 
this week and at the same time a 
load of vegetables was exchanged 
for fish. Woodcutting crews have 
been sent out, five men going to 
tho monastery to cut firewood. 

The women association mem¬ 
bers have opened an office at 
24 West Central avenue where I 
they are at work renovating and 
working on old clothing and gar¬ 
ments that have been contributed 
for distribution among the needy 
this winter. Mrs. H. F. Barton 
and Mrs. J. W. Tyree are in 
charge of this work. 

Mrs. A. F. Snell, supervising 
the workers at the Congrega¬ 
tional church kitchens, is now 
turning out about 100 pounds of 
bread weekly for the association 
and 24 pounds to help feed the 
75 children at the public schools 
dependent on that assistance. It 
is expected that when fullest and 
most systematic efficiency is 
reached 44 pounds will be baked 
for the children and from 200 to 
250 pounds for the association. 

Another women's food sale will 
be held at their West Central 
headquarters tomorrow to raise 
funds for relief work. Particulars 
may be had by phoning 352-1. 

City’s Booze 
Law To Stage 
A Come-Back 

All Local Enforcement Legis¬ 
lation Becomes Effective 
On Christmas Day 

Sierra Madre's own drastic 
prohibition enforcement ordinance 
will come back into effect on or 
about Christmas Day. The 
Wright, State enforcement act, 
repudiated by an overwhelming 
vote of the people at the Novem¬ 
ber election, will pass into history 
on or about that date .according 
to Secretary of State Frank Jor¬ 
dan. 

Jordan has advised the Los 
Angeles County Counsel that fi¬ 
nal tabulation of the vote on the 
Wright act will be cempleted and 
certified on or about December 
20. County Counsel Mattoon has 
advised law enforcement officials 
throughout the county that five 
days later it will be up to them 
to enforce such local laws and 
ordinances as were suspended by 
the State law at the time of its 
enactment. 

The county enforcement ordi¬ 
nance of the Supervisors will be 
enforced by the sheriff and dis¬ 
trict attorney in the unincorpor¬ 
ated areas, according to Mat- 
toon, while it will be the duty of 
police and other officials to en 
force their own local ordinances 
jthat were effective prior to adop- 
1 tion of the State regulatory act. 

Sierra Madre's ordinance, adop¬ 
ted in 1923, is probably as dras¬ 
tic as any adopted by any com¬ 
munity in America. It makes tho 
purchaser equally guilty with the 
vendor of intoxicants and even 
prohibits the possession of in¬ 
toxicants acquired before the ad¬ 
vent of prohibition. Moreover It 
prohibits the sale of drugs and 
patent medicines containing any 
percentage of alcohol whatever. 


Sierra Madre Girl 
Hurt In Auto Crash; 
Driver Goes To Jail 

A telltale cork, bouncing on the 
floor of the Arcadia police sta¬ 
tion on Tuseday night when 
police “shook down” E. F. Grun- 
well of Alhambra, landed Grun- 
well in jail on liquor possession 
charges and asserted motor-ve¬ 
hicle act violations in connection 
with an accident, in which Miss 
Virginia Roess, well-known local 
girl of 83 West Highland avenue, 
was badly injured and rushed to 
the Monrovia Hospital. 

Grunwell left the scene of tho 
aocident without rendering aid to 
Miss Roess, who had run into 
the rear of his truck, while it 
was parked without lights on 
Foothill boulevard. Possible in¬ 
ternal injuries and lacerations 
and contusions were listed as 
Miss Roess’ injuries at the hos¬ 
pital. Her face was badly cut 
and although her injuries are not 
considered serious, she is suffer¬ 
ing much pain at her Home, 
where she was taken on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Grunwell admitted his part in 
the accident, when found two 
hours later walking four miles 
from the scene. He was booked 
on the liquor charge when the 
telltale cork fitted a full pint 
bottle of liquor, which he is said 
to have tucked beneath the seat 
of the police car while being 
taken to the police station. 

Tho Roess car was badly 
smashed and burned when it 
caught fire shortly after the ac¬ 
cident 

Grunwell was fined $150 and 
60 days in jail. 


Another Big 
Race Track 
Is Promised 

Promoter Threatens War 
With Million Dollar Plant 
In Baldwin Park Area 


Formal announcement that the 
Western San Gabriel Valley is 
to have a second big horse rac¬ 
ing plant —at Baldwin Park— 
was made this week by William 
P. Kyne, San Francisco promoter. 

His outfit will be known as 
the California Jockey Club, Kyne 
says, and articles of incorpora¬ 
tion have been filed with tho 
State department at Sacramento, 
with a capitalization of $1,000,- 
000 . 

Also Kyne says work on the 
plant will be started next week 
and that it will be completed and 
the first race meet held on Feb¬ 
ruary 15. He adds that he will 
build a second track in Cotra 
Costa, about the same distance 
from San Francisco as the pro¬ 
posed Baldwin Park track is 
distant fro mLos Angeles. 

Thus there is a prospect of a 
race track war right in the Sier¬ 
ra Madre community before the 
Los Angeles Jockey Club plant 
on Sierra Madre avenue is halt 
completed, for Kyne says he pro¬ 
poses to go after not only the 
same big racing strings, but the 
same clientele that Joseph Smoot 
will cater to at his Santa Anita 
Park course. 

The stables at the Santa Anita 
Park track, capable of housing 
over 700 horses, are about com¬ 
pleted and piers have been sunk 
for the brandstand. Erection of 
the stand and clubhouse will be 
started next week, Smoot says, 
and he will stick to his original 
plans for opening his first meet 
about Washington’s birthday. 

Horsemen do not believe it will 
be possible to operate two tracks 
here at the same time of the 
year, for the reason that the 
season at Agua Calinete opens 
in February also and they doubt 
that there afe enough good 
horses available to conduct three 
race meets at the same time, it 
being certain that some of the 
best strings have already con¬ 
tracted for participation In the 
Augua Calicnte meet. If Kyne 
goes through with his project 
there undoubtedly would have to 
be a rearrangement of schedules 
if any of the tracks were to be 
successfully conducted, especially 
under present economic conditions. 

Kyne first gave notice that he 
would build a track at or near 
Baldwin Park shortly after 
Smoot announced his plans for 
Santa Anita Park. Almost on the 
same day Pantages, Los Angeles 
theatrical man, announced he 
would locate a track at Ingle¬ 
wood. Later Pantages dropped 
out of the racing picture and 
continued talk of Kync's plans 
was accepted by many ns an ef¬ 
fort to promote a real estate 
boom in the Monte Baldwin Park 
area, especially since no definite 
move was made in the under¬ 
taking. 

Now Kyne says plans for the 
track and buildings have been 
accepted, that the stand will ac¬ 
commodate 20,000 people and that 
a double shift of men will be put 
to work on the job to make the 
plant ready for operation by the 
I middle of February. 


Nab Madman 
Here After 
WildChase 

Escaped Patient From Patton 
Asylum Was Hiding Out 
In Sierra Madre 

A thrilling sixty-mile-an-hour 
chase through Sierra Madre and 
down Santa Anita Drive ended 
Tuesday afternoon with the cap¬ 
ture of an escaped madman by 
Chief of Police Gordon McMillan 
and the subsequent return of the 
fugitive to Patton Asylum from 
which he escaped on November 7. 

Major Joseph P. Edwards, an 
army flyer during the world war, 
lived in Sierra Madre until the 
latter part of last October, at 
which time he was sent to the 
Phsycopathlc ward for observa¬ 
tion due to his queer actions and 
continued check forgeries. He was 
pronounced of unsound mind. 

Ten days after his confinement 
he calmly picked a padlock and 
walked out the front door of the 
institution. He made his way to 
Reno where he stole the automo¬ 
bile in which he drove to Sierra 
Madre. He was seen several 
times here before Chief MacMil¬ 
lan spotted him and gave chase 

The chase began near Auburn 
on West Central. Edwards had 
speeded up to 60 miles per hour 
by the time he had gone past 
Baldwin. He didn't allow MacMil¬ 
lan to pass or draw alongside 
him, and tried continually to edge 
the police car off the road. In 
front of Pickett's Service Station 
he narrowly escaped smashing 
into the Ward Nursery truck 
which was just about to turn off 
Central into the station. 

Careening around the comer, 
Edwards sped down the Double 
Drive and through Arcadia, 
weaving precariously from side to 
side in an effort to wreck his 
pursuer. At last, when near the 
end of the Drive, the bearings of 
his car burned completely out and 
he was forced to stop. With lit¬ 
tle resistance he allowed Chief 
MacMillan to handcuff him and 
transport him to the Los Angeles 
psychopathic ward, from where 
he was sent to Patton after in¬ 
structions had been received from 
that institution. 

Although able to talk ration¬ 
ally and clever enough to pass 
a sufficient number of phoney 
checks to support himself during 
the time in which he was hiding. 
Chief MacMillan states that Ed¬ 
wards is held by authorities at 
Patton to be a dangerous insane 
patient. 

After his escape from Patton 
Edwards is thought to have di¬ 
vided his time between Reno, 
where he obtained the car, and 
the territory in the vicinity of 
Sierra Madre. It is not known 
how he managed to get to Ne¬ 
vada, nor how he spent his time 
after arriving here.
